NEWSMEN CHALLENGED — 
BY INDONESIAN CRISIS 


COVERAGE BLOCKED 


The military and political frenzy in 
Indonesia has presented U.S. news out- 
lets with some of their biggest coverage 
problems in recent years. 

The Indonesian Gov’t. — touchy in 
normal times about what foreign repor- 
ters write or broadcast from the country 
— has made it virtually impossible for 
correspondents to report anything but of- 
ficial communiques. The rebels in Suma- 
tra have given reporters more freedom, 
but the problem there has been spotty 
communications. 

Early this week, the Indonesian Gov’t. 
announced that two American correspon- 
dents accredited to the rebels had been 
taken into custody by government com- 
mandos. The correspondents had not been 
been identified as The Overseas Press 
Bulletin went to press. 

Known to have been with the rebels 
as late as last weekend were Greg Mac- 
Gregor, N.Y. Times, Fred Waters and 
John Griffin, AP; Robert Udick and 
Wendell (Bud) Merick, UP; and Peter

Kalischer and Wade Bingham, CBS. 

The Indonesian Gov’t. announced last 
week that all Time and Life correspon- 
dents had been barred from the country. 
Time’s Mar. 10 issue, containing a cover 
story on President Sukarno, was banned. 

The government also banned the Mar. 
24 issue of Newsweek. 

Editors of news outlets in New York 
praised the work their men in Sumatra 
were doing, but they complained that the 
correspondents often had to transmit 
“blind.” Jim Hackett, AP, said Griffin 
was using morse casts beamed at Singa- 
pore which were subject to frequent 
delays, and that Griffin had little way of 
knowing whether they were getting through 
at all. Emanuel R. Freedman, foreign 
editor, N.Y. Times, said MacGregor was 
using a voice cast to Singapore, but also 
sending “‘blind.’’ For two days last week, 
Freedman said, the transmitter apparently 
had been captured or knocked out, for 
the Times had to depend on the wire 
services for its Indonesian leads. 

Phil Newsom, UP, said his men on 
Sumatra were transmitting via hand morse 
to Singapore — ‘‘tough at best.’’

He 
said reporters were dependent on official 
communiques and ‘‘on what they can 
pick up.”
